LLP. My firm represents Mr. Douglas Okuniewicz in intellectual property niattersi . Mr.

It has recently come to our attention that the '589 Patent has been cited as a reference 
against your pending application. In attempting to overcome the *589 Patent as a reference, you 
stated in your response of July 19, 2004 that Okuniewicz is not Prior Art to the new claims 50 - 
57 and should be withdrawn by the Examiner".
